Claims 1-3, 6-13 and 15-22 are pending in the 
application.

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 3/01/2004, with 
respect to Office Action mailed on 12/01/2003 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The Rejection of Claims 1-3, 6- 
13 and 15-20 have been withdrawn.

3. Claims 1-3, 6-13 and 15-22 are allowed.

4. Independent Claims 1 and 11 are allowable because none of 
the prior art of record disclose an electrostatic discharge 
protection device located between a pad and an internal circuit 
in which a driving circuit enable a third switch to electrically 
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break down concurrent with a first switch upon receiving an 
enable signal and a voltage level of the pad reaches a 
predetermine voltage level (dangerous for the internal circuit) 
in combination with the other claim limitations. 

5. Claims 2-3, 6-10, 12 and 15-22 are dependent on allowable 
Claims 1 and 11, and therefore allowable.
